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To  the  Eorden  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chaiiman  and  Councillors, 

I have  pleasure  in  suhnitting  my  Annual  Report  for_  1956,  which 
is  drawn  up  with  due  regard  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Hoalth  Circular 
on  tliis  subject,  Ho,  19/56  (Wales). 

' The  Vital  Statistics  show  that  the  District  ccmparos  favourably 
in  most  respects  with  the  rest  of  the  country.  In  1955  the  excess 
of  female  deaths male  deaths  at  ages  90  and  over  was  2,  In  19o6 
it  was  4.  The  proportion  of  elderly  won  on  in  the  canmunity  is 
rising  and  this  is  a point  worth  soie  consideration*  in  future 
housing  programmes  especially  in  so  far  as  these  are  designed  for 
aged  persons . 

The  main  feature  of  this  report  however  is  the  number  of 
references  to  the  inadecjuato  water,  supply  of  the  District  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped,  though  unfortunately  with  a lessened  confidence 
in  view  of  the  credit  restrictions  of  1957,  that  this  deficiency 
will  be  remedied. 

During  the  year  the  designation  of  our  Sanitary  Inspector  was 
changed  to  the  more  appropriate  title  of  Public  Hoalth  Inspector. 
This  change  is  in  keeping  with  the  gradual  evolution  which  has  been 
taking  place  fron  the  nineteenth . century  Inspector  pioneering  in  a 
very  necessary  but  limited  field  to  his  present  counterpart  whoso 
duties  have  become  so  many  and  diverse.  In  fact  these  duties  are 
nOw  BO  much  greater  that  the  Council  may  have  to^  consider 
advisability  Of  increasing  its  staff  to  deal  with  them  in  the  detail 
they  deserve. 

I should  like  to  thank  him  for  his  assistance  in  the  preparation 
of  part  of  this  report.

Despite  great  improvements  in  the  general  infant 
mortality  and  maternal  mortality  rates,  the  perinatal 
mortality  rate  has  fallen  only  slowly  and  since  1948  it 
has  boon,,  virtually  stationary  at  about  38  per  1000  total 
births  in  England  and  Wales.  (The  average  for  the  last 
four  years  in  Eordon  Rural  District  was  38»5.) 
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The  Outstanding  problem  of  perinatal  death  is  premature 
birth.  In  England  and  Wales  half  the  stillbirths  are 
premature,  and  about  a third  of  the  deaths  in  the  first  week 
of  life  are  ascribed  to  immaturity  alone.  In  tliis  district 
it  so  happens  that  prematurity  figures  in  only  2 of  the  7 
deaths  occurring  in  the  first  week  during  the  years  1953-56, 
the  other  causes  being  obstetrical  abnormalities  of  various 
kinds  and  cmgenital  heart  disease  in  two  cases.  All  seven 
deaths  were  of  the  male  sex. 


Of  the  7 stillbirths  in  1953-56,  prematurity  was  the 
cause  of  only  one,  although  it  was  probably  associated  with 
3 others.  Obstetrical  difficulties  caused  2 others,  and 
congenital  abnormality  accounted  for  one.  In  5 the  sex  was 
male,  the  other  two  not  being  ascertained,

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCIM STANCES  OP  THE  i\REA» 

(\)  WATER  - T^iis  was  another  dry  year,  and  in  danmon  withm^y  pa:rtB 
(1)  lATm  ™ shortages  at  times  occurred.  This  is  well  known 

to  the  MiSotry  Department,  and  a further  attanpt  was  made  to 
reTive  the  original  scheme  for  the  whole  of  the  County  on  a 
modified  basis,  with  the  hope  that  all  Local  Authorities  ^ 
county  would  co-operate,  with  the 

areas  for  which  a separate  scheme  was  proposed.  At  the 
time  a proposed  ccmprehensive  water  supply  scnenie  for  the  whole 
oriordln  R D.was  before  the  Ministry,  and  sanction  to  proceed 
wfth  this  was  reauested.  Owing  to  this  shortage  of  water 
bouses  cannot  be\uilt  or  old  houses  modernised,  even  new  Council

nohemes  cannot  be  considered,  and  in  manj^  instances,  the 
^grrc^ltSarindustry  is  seriously  h^pered,  particularly  where 
mill:  production  is  concemed.

(Baualey ) - Since  the  Welshpool  Borough  Council  were  good  enough 
to  supply  the  thirty  eight  Coimcil  houses  hero  with  i.  maximum  of 
3,000  gallons  per  day,  no  water  shortage  has  occurred, 

( Berriew)  Although  strict  e con  any  measures  viere  in';roduced,  there 

were  minor  shortages  from  time  to  time,  but  in  tMs  •’•illage  we  are 
fortunate,  as  24  hours  useful  rainfall  will  resu^-t  In  the  restoration 
of  an  abundant  water  supply.  This  supply  is  not  regarded  as  pure 
bacteriologi oally,  and  is  chlorinated. 

A housing  site  on  which  it  was  originally  proposed  to  build 
twenty  houses  has  been  available  for  development  for  a considerable 
time,  but  until  an  adequate  water  supply  is  available,  houses 
cannot  be  built.  The  question  of  sinking  a borehole,  hoping  to  be 
able  to  augment  existing  supplies,  is  being  considered.  Seme  trouble 
has  been  experienced  with  the  autonatic  electrical  pumping 
equipiient,  but  after  the  fitting  of  an  improved  type  of  link  relays 
the  plant  has  worked  with  100  per  cent  efficiency.  During  the  year 
the  water  supply  has  been  connected  to  one  farm  and  to  the  Parish 
Chur  oh. 


(Berriew  - Dyffryn  Lane  Council  Houses)  - A good  supplj^  of  water 
was  available  to  these  eight  houses  during  the  whole  of  the  year  . 
Water  is  drav/n  into  the  kitchens  of  the  houses  "by  sani-rotary  pumps, 
fran.  a well. 

( Chur chst oke ) - Since  early  in  October,  1955,  only  with  great 
difficulty,  and  by  exercising  strict  economy,  a certain  amount  of 
water  has  been  available  to  the  tenants  of  thirty-six  Council  houses. 
The  borehole  from  which  supplies  were  drawn  has  been  steadily 
failing  for  some  years.  This  situation  caused  hardship,  particularly 
to  tenants  on  the  highest  part  of  the  Estate,  and  many  complaints 
were  received.  However,  after  a considerable  amount  of  time  had 
been  spent  on  survey  and  gauging  of  potential  supplies  in  order  to 
ascertain  that  yields  were  sufficient  for  the  intended  purpose, 
work  was  commenced  on  a scheme  for  supplying  not  only  the  36  Council 
houses,  but  a number  of  other  dv/ellings  and  farms  within  reasonable 
distance  of  the  water  main,  v^hich  would  ceme  from  the  collecting 
area  much  higher  up.  In  all,  approximately  90  dwellings  would  be 
provided  with  an  adequate  supply  of  water.  Meters  would  be  fixed  on 
all  pipelines  which  supply  farms,  Erequent  samples  of  water  will 
be  submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  it  is  hoped  that 
chlorination  may  not  bo  necessary, 

(Churchstoke  - Pentren^t  County  Council  Small  Holdings), 

As  has  been  reported  for  many  years,  an  abun. dan t supply  was 
again  available  throughout  the  year,  Ho  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year.

(Eorden  - Leighton  Hoad  Housing  Estate)  - There  was  a good  supply 
available  all  the  year  round  for  the  ten  houses  on  tnis  site.  The 
water  is  pumped  from  a borehole  into  an  overhead  tank,  from  which 
it  gravitates  to  the  houses. 


(Eorden  - Church  Site)  - Here  a good  supply  is  puniped  from  a bore- 
hole to  the  Council  houses  (now  32)  on  this  Estate.  During  the 
year,  twelve  additional  houses  were  built. 

The  nearby  School  was  provided  with  water  from  this  Estate 
during  the  year.  See  under  Schools. 


Over  I- 
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(Mi dd let  own ) - Again,  an  alDimdant  supply  of  water  was  availalole 
X 0 "the  “u!hiriy  Council  Houses  on  this  Estate,  and  one  privately 
owned  dwelling.

This  Survey  was  ccanpleted,  and  is  now  before  the  appropriate 
Ministry  Department,  with  a request  from  the  Rural  District  Council 
that  authority  be  given  for  the  necessary  work  to  oomnence.  As 
will  be  seen  fr02i  the  opening  remarks  under  Water,  no  progress 
whatever  can  be  made  until  such  time  as  an  ade(^at0  and  suitable 
supply  of  water  is  piped  all  round  the  District.  The  position 
worsens  frcm  year  to  year.  As  an  example,  at  Garthnyl  in  the 
Parish  of  Berriew,  an  old  established  water  source,  wliich  has  for 
very  many  years  supplied  Gartlmyl  Hall  and  a number  of  houses, 
failed  completely  during  the  year,  and  the  tenants  of  these 
dwellings  were  reduced  to  carrying  water  for  cleaning  purposes 
from  the  nearby  Canal,  and  their  drinking  water  frcn  wherever 
such  water  could  be  obtained  ■ • 

( Leight on ) . - Here  it  is  the  Council’s  wish  to  build  urgently 
required  houses  for  agri cultural  workers,  but  without  a supply 
of  water,  this  is  impossible.  Many  years  ago,  a borehole  and  a 
well  were  sunk,  but  water  could  not  be  obtained.  Efforts  are  still 
being  made  to  induce  the  Welshpool  Borough  Council  to  develop  a 
well  known  spring  which  is  situated  in  the  area  of  the  Eorden  Rural 
District,  in  order  to  augment  their  own  water  supply,  and  provide 
a sufficiency  for  use  in  Leighton  Parish,  which  would  of  course, 
allow  for  the  building  of  workers' houses . 

In  all  these  matters  where  water  is  required,  the  Council, 
for  all  their  efforts,  have  met  with  little  success. 

As  will  be  seen  later  on  in  this  report,  some  progress  has  been 
made  in  Housing  matters  in  the  way  of  mcdemisation,  but  whore  an 
adequate  supply  of  water  is  not  to  be  had,  it  is  useless  to  offer 
inducements,  such  as  grant.,  for  bringing  dwellings  up  to  standard. 

GRAHT "AIDED  WATER  SUPPLY  SCHHvIE.S  . 

Farmers  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  benefits  obtainable 
under  this  scheme,  which  is  administered  by  the  County  Agricult- 
ural Executive  Committee,  on  belialf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri  culture 
and  Fisheries. 

During  the  year  eleven  such  schemes  were  approved  for  laying 
on  piped  water  supplies  to  farms  and  houses  on  such  farms. 

(2)  DRAIHAGE  AITD  SEWEFuYG-E  - Ho  changes  during  the  year.  Apart  from 
the  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  plants  on  the  Council’s  Housing 
Estates,  no  sewers  are  owned  by  the  Council,  The  Council  has 
considered  the  badly  needed  provision  of  modern  sewers  in  their 
villages,  particularly  in  the  village  of  Berriew,  where  antiquated 
insanitary  drains  and  culverts  exist,  but  nothing  can  be  done  until 
such  time  as  v/ater  becomes  available.

(11)  ERADICATION  OE  BED  BUGS  - Not  a single  dwelling  in  the  area  is 
infested  with  bed  bugs, 

(12)  SCHOOLS  - Nearly  all  schools  in  the  area  have  a piped  water 
supply.  However,  at  Eorden  School,  during  the  past  few  years 
the  supply,  which  was  obtained  from  a well,  was  inadeqate,  so, 
by  arrangement  v/ith  the  Eorden  R.D.C.,  a pipeline  was  laid  to 
the  School  from  the  Council’s  nearby  Housing  Estate,  and 
sufficient  water  is  now  available.  Again,  la  ok  of  piped  water 
supplies  to  schools  prevents  the  provision  of  water  carriage 
siuiitary  arrangements. 

■ SECTION  D.  HOUSING. 

Giving  to  shortage  of  staff,  it  was  not  possible  to  do 
much  so  far  as  the  inspection  of  dwelling  houses  was  concerned 
but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future,  the  work  of  the 
General  Housing  Survey  will  re- commence. 

However,  in  the  meantime,  since  the  Survey  was  halted  in 
1955,  much  useful  work  has  been  done  in  obtaining  remedies  in 
respect  of  the  many  houses  which  were  found  to  be  unfit.  This

Dairies  ltd.  This  firm  collects  milk  at  farms  in  the  district, 
processes  the  miHo,  and  disposes  of  it  outside  the  district.

- As  mentioned  above,  no  slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  the 
District,  and  all  meat  entering  the  area  is  from  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  nearh3r  surrounding  towns,  and  is  retailed  from 
Tradesmens’  Vans.  These  vans  are  regularly  inspected,  and  during 
the  year  there  were  no  complaints, 

SECTION  E.  INEECTIOUS  DISEASE , 

There  were  43  notifications  during  the  year  ( 18  male, 

25  female)  divided  between  6 diseases,  hut  23  of  them  were 
related  to  the  one  disease,  measles. 

The  measles  cases  aHmost  all  occurred  in  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year  and  the  Pneumonia  cases  were  in  March,  April, 
August  and  September.  The  Tuberculosis  oases  were  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year  except  one  in  November.  The  small  outbreak 
of  Dysentery  occurred  at  Brynhyfryd  Hospital  in  Eorden  during  the 
month  of  May.  It  was  caused  by  Shigella  Elexneri  and  fortunately 
there  were  no  secondary  cases.  It  is  possible  that  the  death 
recorded  in  Section  A under  the  heading  Enteritis,  which  occurred 
early  in  May  at  this  hopital,  maj^-  have  had  some  connection  with 
this  outbreak  but  there  were  other  factors  involved. 

Apart  fron  this  doubtful  case  of  Dysentery,  there  were  no 
infectious  disease  deaths  and  as  fdr  as  is  known  there  were  no 
serious  complications.
